How dangerous is the process of in- 
troducing foreign varieties of birds 
and animals among the indigenous 
fauna of new countries has received 
striking Mlustration in the experience 
of Australia and the United States, 
Conceivably the idea behind the libera- 
tion of rabbits in Australia and of 
English sparrows south of the border 
was kindly intentioned, but the result 
in both cases has not been welcomed 
in eliher country. A similar expert 
ence has been undergone in Bohemia, 
where twenty-two years ago a bateh 
of American muskrats were permitted 
to take up their residence. That,’ of 
course, came at a time when Bohemia 
formed part of the Dual monareliy of 
Austria-Hungary, now it survives in 
Czecho-Slovakia, One of the great 
estates of the district was owned by 
Prince’ Colloredo-Mannsfeld.
